By taking a ten-hour ride over this 
road one can wee about all that wa» 
rver done to facilitate land transporta­ 
tion in the I ‘hilippines. 
Few 
improvement« 
appear

made in the province« by the in itiative

local Governor«: 
that 
they 
seem to take no special 
interest is 
comprehensible ami excusable, 
how­ 
ever, seeing that after they 
are ap­ 
pointed, and even though they govern 
well within the strict lim itations of 
their offices, 
they are constantly ex­ 
pecting that a m inisterial change or 
the undermining favoritism may suc­ 
ceed in accomplishing their w ithdraw ­ 
al. 
Some Governors have in spite of 
all discouragement, studied the 
wants 
of their provinces: but to no purpose. 
T h eir estimates for road m aking, re­ 
pairing and bridge building are shelved 
in M anila while the local f inds, which 
ought to be expended in the localities 
where they are collected, are appro­ 
priated bv the officials in the capital.

FEL L IN G BIG TREES. 


'I lic Methods h> U liirh the W ooiln- 
maii JlrlnuH ’I l i on Down. 
The chopper approaches the tree with 
a plum b line. 
If the top doe" not lean 
more than two feet in the case of a 
large tree or more than four in the 
ease of a small one, he considers that 
ho can fell it in any direction he u ay 
desire. 
He then views the ground and 
se lee i s the most promising “ lay out 
and the undercut is made exactly fa c ­ 
ing it. The “ undercut 
usually extends 
ab out one third through, and then the 
tree is sa wed 1 ti from t lie hack t o me. t it 
W hen the two cuts are w ithin six 
inches of meeting, tlie saw is removed, 
and the tree is wedged up until flu* top 
passes tin* center of gravity, when it 
falls b y its own weight, easily b reaking 
the strip of wood remaining. 
Where the surface of 
tin* ground is 
sneh that it is necessary for tie* lmtî. 
and the top to strike the ground sim ul­ 
taneously', the stum p is snub b ed off at 
the undercut, which provides a slant 
ing surface, so tha t the b utt has no 
place to rest and perforce slides to the 
ground. 
It the tree needs to he rolled "ft to 
one side, li tif the und* rent is slanted, 
and a pile of chips is [ laced on the flat 
surface of the other half. 
The result 
never fails to manifest the efficacy of 
this device. Again, b y leaving one side 
of the uncut wood b etween the under 
cut and the saw cut thicker than the 
other, the tree may b e d raw n consider­ 
ab ly a w ay from its natural course.
